ave Dictor, the lead singer and punk veteran of one of the oldest and most influential 
U.S. bands to emerge in the early 80s, came to Victoria with his band MDC. This was 
the band’s first time in Victoria. 
Offbeat: Your first album is considered classic haluicaie: The record was anti- 
authoritarian and you were talking about different social issues that had made 
people in the hardcore scene uncomfortable. 
Dave: We tried to speak about what many punk rockers weren't talking about. Punk was 
about shocking people and many American bands weren't doing that. What we did was 
make people understand that there were other aspects of human sexuality, other than 
heterosexuality. It was also important to point out that not everyone eats meat. We 
wanted to provoke thought about people’s roles in our culture. We asked the question: 
how do you feel about consuming five-billion chickens a year? We questioned American 
values, multi-death corporations, and the relationship of America’s role to Central America. 
Offbeat: It sounds to me like you may be a Noam Chomsky fan? 
Dave: I’m totally a fan. In his new book, Noam Chomsky discusses how the consolidation of 
money is the fastest it’s ever been, even faster than in the Reagan years. When | grew up in 
the fifties and sixties, we thought there was this tiny poor class, this gigantic middle class, 


‘ and this tiny rich class. It’s really been displaced in the last twenty years. Now you have this 
‘tiny rich class, ultra rich, and a smaller and shrinking middle class. | teach for the Portland 


school system as a special education teacher's assistant. | come home with a little more 
than $800 a month. People say, “oh you're middle class Dave.” But how can | be when I'm 
making just enough money to keep from living on the streets! I’m one thread above being 
homeless, and here | work as a public school teacher?!? 
Offbeat: Tell us about your new album. 
Dave: It’s called Shades of Brown and it's very political. The entire album deals with the 
concept that in skin colour, we're all shades of Brown. The lead song refers to how black is 
used to describe plague, “black” market, and “black” mail (black male). | try to be as 
sardonic and sarcastic as one can be. Everything that is “Black” is evil and negative, and 
“White” is pure and the Pope walks in truth right next to John Wayne with his white hat. 
Offbeat: What do you see as having changed in the punk underground over the 
last two decades? 
Dave: That's hard to say, the scene’s shines changing. There are still the stuck-in-the-rut 
punks who haven't grown with the times. People who object to the way people express 
their sexuality, for example, are really mean spirited - it’s completely absurd! The 
homocore scene has grown so much now and everyone seems to be getting along. 
Offbeat: What are your views on Cults? 
Dave: About ten or twelve years ago, | had some experience with the Krishnas. At first | 
saw them giving out food at shows and thought it was great. Later | saw their ulterior 
motives. The scene is different from ten or sixteen years ago when there was this large 
umbrella. Now you've got so many different divisions of people who call themselves punks. 
We can go on in our little universes and never bump into each other. 
Offbeat: You're a strong advocate for people living with disabilities. 
Dave: People with disabilities are neglected from every aspect of society. It’s just the last 
five or ten years that people with disabilities are advocating for themselves. | think that 
people who are different, take for example punks, can relate to individuals who are 
disenfranchised and aren’t upwardly mobile. 
Offbeat: Closing comments? 
Dave: Enjoy yourself, have fun with yourself and love the ones who give you energy. | feel 
a kinship to all the people who have supported us along the way. Thank You. & 
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lets you make long distance calls from any phone. All for a flat 
rate of 35 cents a minute within B.C., anytime of day. So now 
you don’t need to mooch off your parents. Though you might want 


to hit them up for money to buy the card in the rarst place.

“They're incredible,” said Allum. “They

Allum and Slaughter noted that 
Winnipeg has such an unusual sound for 
a very specific reason. 

“| have this theory,” said Slaughter. 
“You see, you go to most Canadian cities 
like Victoria or Calgary, or wherever, and 
there's a college radio station like CFUV.

Fc prey to incessant talk about the 

space-pop sound of the Electrosonics, | 
decided to kill $5 and see their show at 
the Starfish Room. My purpose: to ease 
into the comatose gig celebrating the 
release of the band’s new self-titled EP. 

After a strong opening set by 
Readymade (not to mention a few rum 
and cokes), my mission of musical 
melancholia was soon to. be 
accomplished. Then, the foursome 
quietly conquered the stage, and as | sat 
back, the .Electrosonics’ 
aggressive sound, which sounded 
Spiritualized-inspired, intuitively crept 
over the crowd. | 

Their first song of the night, “Unsung 
Engine,” was slightly reminiscent. of 
Slowdive with its droning guitar and airy, 
drifting vocals. As the band played, a 
simple laser/light show accompanied the 
club’s atmospheric blackness. _ 

After performing a few more up- 
tempo, climactic songs, the Electrosonics 


. played “Infra-yellow” (the first song on 


their new record). The song was 
introduced by a synth-pop organ, 
followed by a steady bass line which was 
eventually stifled by lighthearted guitar. 
Playing in the dark with artificial stars 
outlining the group’s silhouettes, their 
soft female vocals created a state of 
musical reverie for the docile audience. 
At one point in the night, | was a 
little put-off by the overload of phazer 
guitar and its tendency to override the 
truer rhythms beneath. There were also a 
few songs where the band’s influences 
were a little too noticeable. But I’m sure 
that Spiritualized, Spaceman 3 and 
Stereolab fans appreciated it.

As they jumped into their first song,’ 


Prince Nallo and the rest of the band 
soon had the place rocking. 

Jambo Salama’s upbeat music 
transported me into a magical, tropical 
place. Nallo, a native of Sierra Leone, 
uses writing and performing as a way.of 
dealing with his political.anger. “The 
drumbeat is the heartbeat,” he sings, “ 
and everyone has a heart.” 


Hearts were sure beating fast as the
